MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 

SUBJECT: Luncheon with Congressman Dawson of Illinois 


1. Mr. Dawson is scheduled to have lunch with the Director 
and other Agency officials at 1:00 P. M. on Thursday, May 2. A 
proposed attendance list is contained in paragraph 4, a proposed 
agenda in paragraph 5. 


2. Mr. Dawson, a Democrat from Chicago, is Chairman of 
the House Committee on Government Operations. He has been a mem- 
ber of Congress since 1942. The Government Operations Committee 
was formerly known as the Committee on Expenditures in the Executive 
Departments, and it was this Committee which considered and sponsored 
the National Security Act of 1947, after a j urisdictional wrangle with 
the Armed Services Committee. Mr. Dawson recently added CIA to 
the list of agencies responsive to his Subcommittee on International 
Operations, chaired by Porter Hardy. 


3. Mr. Dawson had lunch with the Director two years ago, 
and at the time showed a particular interest in how we accounted for 
our funds, both voucher ed and unvouchered. Colonel White explained 
the situation, and we believe Mr. Dawson was favorably impressed. 
We recently made an arrangement which permitted his Committee to 
report our inventory on real and personal property holdings within the 
overall government totals, which pleased him. Mr. Dawson is very 
m uch interested in Africa, and in negro affairs in this country.
